Srrn—I have the honour to submit herewith report covering 
the work of the Department of Municipal Affairs for the year 
1914. 

The vear ending December 31, 1914, was a year of develop- 
ment in municipal affairs throughout the province. The obnormal 
financial conditions brought about by the outbreak of the war 
and other economic conditions has, of course, interfered with 
progress to a certain extent in some municipalities, but on the 
whole they have come through the year very successfully. Un- 
fortunately in portions of the southern part of the province there 
was almost a total crop failure and this has placed the munici- 
palities affected in a rather difficult position. We trust, however, 
that the year 1915 will bring conditions which will relieve the 
situation. 

The year 1914 was the second year since rural municipal 
organization was provided for, and the progress that has been 
made by the rural municipalities that carried on business during: 
the vear 1913 was very marked indeed. It is noted that our 
rural municipalities appreciate the self-governing powers of 
dealing with local matters, conferred upon them by their 
organization, and while it is a new system of organization and 
many of the electors are not only strangers to each other but 
strangers to the country and to our forms of government, the 
results have been very satisfactory. The work of taking over the 
financing of the school districts,-dealing with questions relating 
to stock running at large, public health and so on, have brought 
before them new and sometimes difficult problems, but the coun- 
cils of the different municipalities are taking hold of them in a 
manner that will no doubt bring successful results, . 

_ During the year 1914, I visited a number of our rural muni- 
cipalities and was much impressed with the earnest and business- 
like manner in which the different councils were dealing with 
their work, and as long as they do this and as long as the electors 
take an active and intelligent interest in the work of the muni- 
apality, there is bound to be a good condition of affairs. The 
freat source of trouble in connection with any municipal form of 
government is the indifference of electors, and as indications 
point to the fact that in our rural municipalities at least, interest 
is being well sustained, we are justified in hoping and expecting 
a very successful future for these organizations, not only in the 
shape of improvements in roads and bridges but also in the shape 
of increased facilities for the proper care of public health and in 
the general safety and welfare of the people. It is very pleasant 
‘ndeed to note in this connection that more and more aitention is 
being given by local organizations to matters of public health, 
safety, social and general welfare of the people of the country. 

his is as it ought to be. Good roads and bridges are very 
hecessary, but attention to these alone will never bring about the 
“onditions we ought to have in our rural communities.

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In the small local 1 Improvement districts conditions have | een 
steadily improving, and while these organizations are limited in 
their scope and cannot deal with many questions of local interest, 
yet they have been producing better ‘results than they formerly 
did and with close attention to the method of expenditure of 
their revenue in the improvement of roads and bridges, there is 
room for them to do a good deal of work in connection with the 
development of the province. 


In our urban municipalities the abnormal conditions in the 
past vear have been felt more severely than in our rural muni- 
cipalities and, therefore, the financial condition which is always 
a big question in connection with these municipalities has been 
more difficult to deal with than at any time in their history. This 
state of affairs may be traced to two conditions, the unusual money 
stringency, and the rather too optimistic spirit that prevailed in 
some of these municipalities in past years, inducing them to incur 
very large liabilities. While the most of our urban municipalities 
will be able to weather the financial storm, it would appear 
advisable that some action be taken in the near future whereby 
more control will be exercised by some central authority to prevent 
the incurring of a large indebtedness which will afterw ards form 
too heavy a Toad for the municipality, to carry. There is alwavs 
‘a time in the life of any urban municipality when there is a very 
rapid growth, and the optimism which this brings leads to the 
belief that it will become one of the large centres of population. 
The tendency under these conditions is to mortgage the future 

and to incur heavy indebtedness which may become too great a load 
for the future bona fide residents of the municipality to keep up 
since the expected growth is frequently not realized. The failure 
of the municipality to reach the size expected is not usually 
because of any unfavourable conditions in the locality but simply 
because the majority of our urban municipalities being located 
in what is strictly an agricultural country can never be large 
centres of population. This idea of future greatness is, I am sorry 
to say, too frequently fostered by int responsible parties who have 
something to gain and nothing to lose by the municipality going 
into larger indebtedness than is warranted by feel conditions. 
and some measure of control whereby all requests for debenture 
indebtedness must be approved by some independent authority 
before such indebtedness can be incurred would. I think, be of 
great assistance to these municipalities and to the credit of the 
province as a whole. 


During the year I had the privilege of attending the Annual 
Convention of the Union of Canadian Municipalities. | This 
Convention was held at Sherbrooke, Quebec, on August 5th, 6th 
and 7th. On account of the war breaking out just at the time of 
this Convention, its deliberations were cut rather short ne 
attendance was not very large. However, the discussion was 0! 
a high order and was found to be both intere esting and instructive. 


On the 11th, 12th and 13th of March, 1914, I had the plea- 
sure of attending the Fifth Annual Convention of the Alberta 
Association of Local Improvement Districts and Rural Munici- 
palities at Calgary, This convention was a very successful one. 
and many matters relating to the work in rural miunicipaline 
and local improvement districts were discussed in a_ practical 
and intelligent manner. The meeting together in this way 
representatives from our different rural organizations and the 
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discussion of problems which affect their work has, I think, very 
good results. Speaking from a departmental standpoint I may 
say that [am always glad to meet the different delegates at con- 
ventions of this kind and I find that the time spent at such con- 
venticns is time very well spent. 


I also had the pleasure of attending the Tenth Annual Con- 
vention of The Union of Alberta Municipalities held at Camrose 
on the 15th and 16th of September. The discussions at this 
convention were of a very practical nature, and particular stress 
was laid upon the financial situation; the necessity of careful 
financing and of there being sonie control of municipal borrow- 
ines by means of a local government board or otherwise. 


I also had the honour in the menth of November to be invited 
to attend the Annual Convention of the Union of Manitoba Muni- 
cipalities, and had the privileee of being present at that con- 
vention for two davs, namely, November 25th and 26th. This 
convention was held in the City of St. Boniface, and I found that 
the attendance at these sessions was time very well spent as a 
knowledge of the municipal problems in the different provinces 
and of the methods employed in meeting these problems is very 
useful.

The levying of taxes in the outlying portions of the province 
under The Local Improvement Act and The Educational Tax 
Act is still a considerable part of the work of the department, but 
with the increase of local organization it is gradually decreasing. 
With a decrease in this work, however, the more important and 
difficult work of dealing with the problems which our municipal 
organizations are required to handle is increasing. This change 
will lessen the routine work of the department, but the volume of 
work in connection with municipal questions is growing larger 
very rapidly. ; 

Assistance to small local improvement districts and rural 
schocl districts in the shape of collecting arrears of taxes is still 
being continued and as the figures given in this report will show, 
we have given considerable assistance to these organizations in this 
way. 

While dealing with the scope of the werk of the department, 
attention may be drawn to the fact that at the Session of the Legis- 
lature in the vear 1914, two new Acts were placed on the Statutes 
of the Province which are required to be administered through 
this department. and our doing so will add a good deal to the 
routine part of cur work. I refer to The Wild Lands Tax Act, 
and to'The Timber Aveas Tax Act. These will be put in operation 
for the first time in the year 1915, and preparations have been 
made for handling the increased work.

The system of taxation, and municipal government in force 
in this province are sill sources of many requests for information 
from the different provinces in the Dominion, from many parts’ 
of the United States, and from other parts of the world, even as 
far away as South Africa and India. Many copies of our last 
report aud also copies of some of the Acts we administer, together 
with letters of explanation have been sent out in reply to these 
inquiries. These inquiries have been so numerous that they 
indicate that a widespread interest is being taken in questions of 
taxation and municipal government. 
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TOWN PLANNING 


During the month of June, 1914, a Town Planning Con- 
vention was held at Calgary. This convention was badiied together 
by the Alkerta Town Planning & Housing Association, and 
was very successful; delegates being present from different pro- 
vinces of the Dominion, ‘and the discussions carried on were of 
a high order. One of the main features of the convention was 
the submitting of a draft of a proposed Housing Bill. While 
conditions in this province are not yet such as w ould appear to 
require any very drastic steps in connection with the question of 
housing, yet it shows foresight and energy on the part of town 
planning organizations in bringing forward a measure of this 
kind go as to have it ready to put in operation when it is required. 


RURAL ORGANIZATION 


During the year 1914 some 18 rural HeniepaliGes were 
organized ; these organizations all coming into effect on the second 
Mondav in December. Two of these municipalities were 
formerly local improvement distriets and, therefore, their organ- 

ization was simply a tranfer- of their ‘work from The Local 
een tnt Act to The Rural Municipality Act. One of them > 
had previously been partly organized but the remaining fifteen 
were territorial units that had previously no local or ganization. 
This made a total at the end of the vear of $4 rural municipalities 
carrying on business in the province as compared with 66 at the 
beginning of the year 1914. Our total rural organization now 
consists of 88 rural municipalities and 79 local improvement 
districts. The comparison of the rates of taxation levied in rural 
municipalities and local improvement districts may be of interest 
in view of the fact that there still seems to be to a certain extent a 
fear that increased taxation must of necessity follow organization 
as a rural municipality. During the year 1914 the average rate 
of taxation in local improvement “districts was some 554¢. per acre, 
while the average rate of taxation in our rural municipalities was 
about 44% mills on the dollar. I might point out that quite a 
number ‘of our rural municipalities limited the rate of taxation to 
a rate of one mill or less. In the case of each organization the 
rate is, of course, fixed entirely by the councillors elected by the 
ratepayers, and it is entirely in the hands of the electors through 
their councillors to decide whether or not they should have a 
high rate of taxation. The rural municipalities organized during 
the year 1914 were as follows:

VILLAGES 


The continued extension of settlement throughout the province 
and the establishing of new centres through which the products 
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of the country can be shipped and through which the supplies 
required by the settlers may be distribued is shown by the steady 
increase in the number of villages. One of the villages organized 
during the past year, namely, the Village of Peace River Crossing, 
indicates how far settlement in the province is spread; this village 
being situated in T»wnship 83, the farthest north municipal 
organization within the province. During the year some 13 new 
‘illages were incorporated, making a total of 102 villages now 


carrying on business in the province. The following are the 
villages established during the year 1914:

TOWNS. 


Two towns were incorporated during the year 1914, namely, 
the towns of Beverly and Hanna. This makes a total of 48 towns 
now carrying on business within the province. 

Alberta being to a great éxtent an agricultural province, the 
number of large urban municipalities seeking incorporation is 
not likely to increase very rapidly, since the business carried ori 
in connection with stock raising and grain growing does not call 
for many large centres of population. 


CITIES. 


All our cities are incorporated under special charters as we 
have no City Act. None of our towns have been raised to the 
status of a city since our last: report.

LARSE LOCAL IMPROVEMENT DISTRICTS. 


The total asscssment levied in large local improvement dis- 
tricts during the year 1914 amounted to $230,400.22. The total 
amount of taxes and fees collected from large local improvement 
districts during the year was $122,650.17, as compared with 
$133,016.81 in the year 1913. The abnormal financial conditions 
in some parts of the province, together with the fact that a much 
larger area is now under organization accounting for the difference 
in the amount collected. Our greatest problem in connection 
with this work is still the question of obtaining information as 
to the correct addresses of the parties holding lands under agree- 
ment of sale and under homestead'entry. These addresses are 
continually changing on account of the establishment of new 
post offices and other reasons, but while every effort is made to 
reach the parties interested, it can be readily understood that many 
landowners do not receive their assessment notices. However, 
any person interested in land in the province can always obtain 
information from the department as to taxes outstanding against 
his land or information as to where he may obtain such tax 
statement. 


EDUCATIONAL TAXES. 


The total assessment levied by:this department under The 
Educational Tax Act in the year 1914 amounted to $92,758.79, 
and the total taxes collected under the Act in the year 1914 
amounted to $80,988.99, as compared with a total of $102,796.35 
in the year 1913. The conditions affecting the amount of local 
improvement taxes had a similar effect on the amounts collected 
under The Educational Tax <Act. 


SMALL LOCAL IMPROVEMENT DISTRICT TAXES. 


In the year 1914 we collected the sum of $30,414.34 for 
arrears of taxes due small local improvement districts, as com- 
pared with $29,206.28 in the year 1913. These taxes are for- 
warded as collected to the different districts to which they belong 
and form part of the revenue of these districts to be spent under 
the instructions of the councils of the districts. 


SCHOOL TAXES. 


During the year 1914 we collected some $43,150.59 for ar- 
rears of taxes due school districts. These taxes were forwarded 
to the districts as collected. 


TAK CERTIFICATES. 


In the year 1913 the total number of tax certificates issued 
by the department only amounted to 4243, as compared with 
8030 in the previous year. As rural municipal organization 
increases the demand on the department for tax certificates 
decreases. Rural municipalities deal with all taxes levied within 
the municipality, and certificates in regard to taxes outstanding 
on lands within the boundaries of a rural municipality are 
required to be obtained from the secretary-treasurer of the rural 
municipality.
